Rut the brewing industry worked 
out a plan by which it cooperates 
with the public authorities to elim­ 
inate bad conditions in the minor­ 
ity of places whose conduct would 
reflect on the law-abiding majority. 


The lieer people urge proprietors 
of retail pisces to conduct the as 
properly and to obey the law. They 
urge consumers to cooperate, aud 
ask the public generally to report 
law violations to the authorities. 
They send warnings to careless re­ 
tailers and if conditions are not 
corrected they take the case up 
with the authorities. Naturally the 
authorities and the public have wel­ 
comed this as an added force in 
building respect for law and order. 


T hat program is now operating 
in many states - and with the Na* 
tion at w ar, brewing industry o r­ 
ganizations cooperate with civil 
and m ilitary authorities to assure 
good co n d itio n s in beer o u tle ts 
around the arm y camps and naval 
stations.

April 27 (AP(—Gaso­ 
line and tire shortages have the 
track coaches smiling 
They are of the opinion that lf
